The common law 
rule is founded upon the principle 
that a Judge is the representative 
of the King and hence beyond 
question.’ : 


“Mr. Henry spoke about that, and 
so did Mr. Gilmore, very instruc- 
tively, I thought. ‘In this country, 
however, the principles of free and 
popular government are diametri- 
cally opposed to such a theory. The 
utmost latitude and liberty in the 
discussion of business affecting the 
public and the conduct of those 
who fill positions of public trust 
that is consistent with truth and 


decency is not only permitted, but 


is held to be essential to the public 
welfare. Hence, under our laws,

“So, a great deal has happened 
since this Judge Marshall decision 
was written. In Thompson v. 
Farmers’ Exchange Bank, as late 
as 1933, the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri said civil contempt is de- 
fined as failing or refusing to do 
something ordered to be done by 
the Court in a civil action. 


“And in Ex Parte Clark (1907): 
‘A civil contempt is where a per- 
son fails or refuses to do something 
which he hag been ordered to do 
or has done something he has 
been ordered not to do for the 
benefit of the opposite party to a

ECISIONS upholding the 
D right of newspapers to com- 

ment upon concluded court 
cases were listed in the argu- 
ment of Jacob M. Lashly, of 
counsel for the Post-Di h, 
at last night's session of Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe's court. 

Higher courts of 15 states, and 
the United ‘States Supreme 
Court, were shown to have ren-. 
dered decisions holding, under 
varying circumstances, that 
“newspaper comments which re- 
fer to judicial proceedings. that 
are past and ended, are not in 
contempt of the court or its au- 
thority.” 

The United States Supreme 
Court, in the Patterson case 
from Colorado, said: “When a 
case is finished, courts are sub- 
ject to the same criticism as 
other people.” 

The first state case cited was 
in Arizona, where it was held 
that defamatory comments on 
the past conduct of a judge in 
a particular case do not con- 
stitute contempt, even though 
they may embarrass the court 
to some extent in other pending 


cases. 
Colorado Decision. 

In a Colorado decision, the 
rule was sanctioned that the 
press may, without liability to 
punishment for contempt, chal- 
lenge a judge’s conduct in con- 
nection with a cause that has 
been wholly determined. 

An Illinois decision held that 
to punish criticism of the of- 
ficial conduct of a court as to 
matters terminated would be an 
infringement of the constitu- 
tional guaranty of freedom of 
speech. 

An Indiana court decided that 
criticism of a court’s action in 
appointing a receiver did not 
constitute contempt, though the

When the meaning of a publi- 
cation is ambiguous and uncertain, 
usually the rule is that the sworn 
answer of the alleged contemnor 
in a case of constructive contempt, 
denying any intention to traduce 
or villify the court, is held to be 
conclusive in his favor, but this 
rule does not apply where tie pub- 
lication is not ambiguous and 
clearly constitutes a contempt.’ 


“Judge Miller did not just ex- 
actly say whether it was plain and 
clear. Your Honor's citation says 
it is plain and clear, and thus you 
have concluded, according to the 
citation, it is clear from the con- 
text of the publication, that they do 
traduce and vilify and defame the 
Court.” 

Here Lashly discussed the 
Post-Dispatch Platform and the ef- 
forts and achievements of the 
Post-Dispatch in behalf of the pub- 
lic—a section of his argument pub- 
lished elsewhere in this edition.

“All of that is known to the 
whole community here for it ap- 
peared on the pages of the paper 
as it went along, step by step, all 
the papers carrying the news.

“If Your Honor should die this 

moment,” he continued, “this case 
would go on.

He recalled that the late Circuit 
Judge Charles W. Rutledge, in the 
contest of the will of Mrs. Blanche 
Bordley, had cited certain lawyers 
for contempt in connection with a 
motion for a new trial, and that 
this case was carried on, at the 
direction of the Supreme Court, 
after he had left the bench. 

The editorials and cartoon in- 
volved in the Post-Dispatch case 
were all contemptuous and struck 


deeper than the person of the 


Judge, Gentry asserted. He dis- 
puted the contention of J. Porter 
Henry, of counsel for the 
Post-Dispatch, that there could be 
no such thing as the present pro- 
ceeding, under the Missouri statute. 


Missouri's courts of record were 
created by the Constitution and 
that the Legislature could not limit 
the power of the courts to protect 
themselves against insult, Gentry 


maintained. 


Cites Shepherd Case. 


There had been no change in 
this line of rulings since the Shep- 
herd case in 1903, he said, adding 
that both Henry and Jacob M. 
Lashly, also of the Post-Dispatch 
counsel, had refrained from argu- 
ing on the Shepherd case. 

“It was a tactful thing for them 
to do,” he added, “as they could 
foresee that I would contend in 
the closing argument for the State 
that the Shepherd case was the 
answer to all their arguments,” 
Referring to a point made by 
Henry in his argument in behalf 
of the Post-Dispatch yesterday that 
“the law has not kept pace with 
the trend of events” and that legal 
adherence to technicalities is hard 
for the practical layman to under- 
stand, Gentry said this criticism 
was “well taken in some respects, 
but it has no real bearing on this 
case.” 

“When it came time to rule on 
the Nick-Brady case,” Gentry said, 
“the Judge could not halt to have 
the law changed,” 

Speaking of mandatory’ sever- 
ances, Gentry added: “With Lashly, 
I believe the repeal of that statute 
would be of big help to convict men 


cape by use of severance. But re- 
gardless of what he thinks, or what 
the paper thinks, it makes no dif- 
ference to what the Judge should 
have done in this case. 

Reforms and the Legislature, 
“There are many respects in 
which I think the laws should be 
amended, Maybe the Post-Dispatch 
has waged a campaign for judicial 
reforms, but it has not succeeded.

‘Jelly Roll’ Hogans and their kind 
are elected by the people no Legis- 
lature of Missouri will make these 
reforms deemed so important.” 
Gentry then paid tribute to the 
presentation of the Post-Dispatch 
case made by Lashly, stating that 
he had observed Lashly’s career as 
an attorney and believed no one 
cculd have stated the argument 
more adequately. 

He added facetiously of Lash- 
ly, however: He's an artist. He 
can take something black, touch 
it here and there and say, ‘Look 
at it; it's as white as driven snow.’ 
And unless you have a pair of good 
glasses, you will think it right.” 

Insists There Is Parallel. 

Reverting to the Shepherd case, 
Gentry asserted that it was the 
binding rule in Missouri, regardless 
of the decisions of courts of other 
states. As to the contention that 
Judge Rowe should not try the 
Post-Dispatch case because of the 
allegation he had prejudged the de- 
fendants, he said the Shepherd case 
was a parallel, as in it the Supreme 
Court of Missouri had called on 
the Attorney-General to handle the 
matter before it. 
The only tribunal that could try 
a contempt charge was the one 
where the alleged contempt oc- 
curred, he insisted. If a jury heard 
the case, he added, the jury might 
be swayed to an erroneous verdict 
by oratory Hke that of Lashly last 
night. It would be “a sad day for 
Missouri” if the Court had no juris- 
diction over indirect contempt, he 
went on, saying:

Gentry mentioned the crucifixion 
and said: “Let this be an example 
and a warning against anyone 
bringing any sort of pressure out- 
side the law and the evidence, For 
anyone to say the right of the press 
transcends the Constitution in any 
manner is a monstrosity.”

Circuit Attorney Franklin. Mil- 
ler, in the conclusion of his three- 
and-one-half-hour address, which 
opened the arguments yesterday, 


undertook to 
countability of the 
spondents. 

He said the Pulitzer Publishing 
Co. was, in his opinion, in con- 
tempt of court on both the grounds 
of the citation—offense against the 
Court in the whole matter and in- 
terference with the still pending 
case charging John P. Nick and 
Clyde A. Weston with extortion. 
The corporation was responsible, 
he maintained, in connection with 
publication, dissemination and cir- 
culation by its employes of the two 
editorials and the cartoon in ques- 
tion. 

Ralph Coghlan, editor of the edi- 
torial page, was guilty of contempt 
on the first ground, offense against 
the Court, in connection with the 
_ editorial of March 5 and should 
be held to account on both grounds 
in connection with the editorial of 
March 6, Miller asserted. As to 
Coghlan and the first editorial, 
Miller said: “I don’t think that 
there is enough to hold him on the 
second ground; I think the refer- 
ence is too indirect. Read them 
both together, it might be. But 
fairly construed, I think that the 
interference with the Nick-Weston 
case was not the principal object 
of that first editorial.” 

Daniel R. Fitzpatrick, cartoonist, 
was liable for contempt on both 
grounds, in connection with the 
cartoon, the Circuit Attorney held. 

Miller added: “I realize that 
this is merely a summary made by 
counsel. It has no binding effect 
on the Court.” 

Move to Dismiss as to Reese. 

As one of the first steps in the 
day’s proceedings, Miller moved 
for dismissal of the contempt cita- 
tion against the fourth respondent, 
Ben H. Reese, managing editor, 
who, it had been shown, had no 
responsibility for the editorial 
page. Judge Rowe took this under 
advisement. 

Reviewing the contents of the 
editorials and the cartoon, Miller 
charged that they were “part and 
plan of one purpose to insult and 
degrade the court.” As to the dis- 
missal by Judge Rowe of the first 
charge of extortion agaisnt Nick, 
Miller related that he had urged 
submission of the case to the jury, 
but the Judge “took it from the 
jury as a judicial act,” for lack of 
sufficient evidence, and, Miller add- 
ed, “Under all the circumstances, 
that ruling was proper.” 

The March 5 editorial, dealing 
with the dismissal of the extortion 
charge against Edward M. Brady, 
was inconsistent in wanting “the 
Circuit Attorney and the court to 
do a useless thing because some- 
body might criticise them,” he said, 
arguing that Judge Rowe was right 
in the Brady dismissal, if trial of 
Brady would have had the same 
result as the Nick trial. As to the 
editorial reference to Judge Rowe's 
statement that a close question was 
involved, he declared, “The vice of 
this lay in the question whether a 
Judge, deciding a close question, 
must always decide against the de- 
fendant.” 

Editorial Not Fair Statement. 


As to the contention of the 
Post-Dispatch that this editorial 
was published in the public inter- 
est, Miller argued that such a pub- 
lication called for a fair statement 
of facts, but that the editorial was 
not such a statement. 


The Circuit Attorney defined the 
purpose of a cartoon as “to get a 
grin out of the readers,” but said 
the only thing about the one in 
question was that it was contempt- 
uous of this court.

However, Mil- 
ler said, the editorial did not con- 
sider these circumstances. 


Turning to the March 6 editorial, 
which contrasted Judge Rowe’s ac- 
tion in the Brady case with the de- 
cision of Circuit Judge Ernest F. 
Oakley over the civil liability of 
Nick and Weston, Miller declared 
Judge Oakley’s ruling “has no 
bearing whatever on our case.” 


“Unbridled Attack on Nick.” 


While Miller said he held no brief 
for Nick, he called the editorials 
“an unbridled attack on Nick.” 
He added that he was interested 
in “the interference with the pend- 
ing Nick and Weston case,” and 
Judge Rowe remarked that he was, 
too. The Post-Dispatch cannot hold 
that it has been fair to Nick, the 
Circuit Attorney asserted, saying 


the editorials “convicted” Nick “as 
a man who committed a crime.” 
While references to the Nick-Wes- 


ton case were indirect, they had a 
tendency to prejudice the right of 
these defendants to a fair trial, 
he maintained. 

“If jurors,” he went on, “come 
in after reading these editorials 
and looking at this cartoon and 
then say, This is the same court 
that holds court in Rat Alley,’ 
that’s not a proper condition.” 

It is the Court, not the Judge, 
that requires protection in the 
case, the Circuit Attorney insisted. 
He ,conceded that judges should not 
be too thin-skinned as to criticism, 
but should welcome “fair, honest 
criticism,” and suggested that the 
lack of contempt citations against 
newspapers here for at least the 
last 11 years indicated judges were 
slow to resent criticism. He 
charged that the dividing line be- 
tween fair criticism and freedom of

Attitude in United States. 


“In the United States,” Attorney 
Henry said, “there was from the 
beginning a strong feeling that the 
absolute power of the court to pun- 
ish for this type of contempt (com- 
mitted out of court) is inconsistent 
not only with the fundamental 
principle of the right of trial by 
jury, but with the further constitu- 
tional guaranty of freedom of 
speech.” 


He cited the opinion of Chief 
Justice Charles E. Hughes of the 
United States Supreme Court, in 
the Near case, involving constitu- 
tionality of a Minnesota statute for 
abatement of malicious, scandalous 
and defamatory newspapers and 
magazines. Referring to liberty of 
the press, Justice Hughes said: 


“Madison, who was the leading 
spirit in the preparation of the 
first amendment of the Federal 
Constitution, thus described the 
practice and sentiment which led 
to the guaranties of liberty of the 
press in state constitutions: 


“In every state, probably, in the 
Union, the press has exerted a free- 
dom in canvassing the merits and 
measures of public men of every 
description which has not been con- 
fined to the strict limits of the 
common law. On this footing the 
freedom of the press has stood; on 
this footing it yt stands. And can 
the wisdom of this policy be doubt- 
ed by any who reflect that to the 
press alone, chequered as it is with 
abuses, the world is indebted for all 
the triumphs which have been 
gained by reason and humanity 
over error and oppression; who re- 
flect that to the same beneficent 
source the United States owe much 
of the lights which conducted them 
to the ranks of a free aad independ- 
ent netion, and which have im- 
proved their political system into a 
shape so auspicious to their hap- 
piness. Had Sedition Acts, forbid- 
ding every publication that might 
bring the constituted agents into 
contempt or disrepute, or that 
might excite the hatred of the peo- 
ple against the authors of unjust 
or pernicious measures, been uni- 
formly enforced against the press, 
might not the United States have 
been languishing at this day under 
the infirmities of a sickly Confed- 
eration? Might they not, possibly, 
be miserable colonies, groaning un- 
der a foreign yoke?’” 
Quotations From Cases. 


Montana Supreme Court's decision 
in the Metcalf case, including this 
paragraph: “It cannot be that lib- 
erty of the press means only the 
right to publish laudatory matter 
concerning a court or judge, but 
that as to their shortcomings or 
demerits there must be profound 
silence. In the language of a 
distinguished jurist: ‘No such divin- 
ity doth hedge about a judge.“ 


The Supreme Court of Kansas, in 
the Pryor case, was quoted as say- 
ing: “No judge, and no court, is be- 
yond the reach of public and indi- 
vidual criticism. After a case is 
disposed of, a court or judge has no 
power to compel the public, or indi- 
vidual thereof, to consider his rul- 
ings correct, or even his integrity 
free from stain, or to punish for

It 
only through the administrators 
that it can be assailed, and every 
attack necessarily has its personal 
as well as its official phase. So 
long as published criticism does not 
impede the due administration of 
the law, it were better that we 
maintain the guaranty of our Con- 
stitution than attempt to compel 
respect or punish libel by the sum- 
mary process of attachment for 
contempt.” 

From Taft and Holmes, 
The late Chief Justice William 
H. Taft was quoted as saying: 
“If the publication criticises the 
judge or court after the matter 
with which the criticism has to do 
has been finally adjudicated and 
proceedings are ended, so that the 
carrying of the court's judgment 
cannot be thereby obstructed, the 
publication is not contempt and 
ot be summarily punished by 
the court, however false, malicious, 
or unjust it may be. The remedy 
of the judge as an individual is by 
action or prosecution for libel.” 


The late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes was quoted as saying: 


“We must not confound the pow- 
er to punish this kind of contempts 
(by publication) with the power to 
overcome and punish disobedience 
to or defiance of the orders of a 
court, although unfortunately both 
are called by the same name. That, 
of course, a court may and should 
use as fully as needed; but this, es- 
pecially if it is to be extended by 
decisions, to which I cannot agree, 
makes a man judge in matters in 
which he is likely to have keen 
personal interest and feeling, al- 
though neither self-protection nor 
the duty of going on with the work 
requires him to take such a part. 


„I think that the sentence from 
which the petitioner seeks. relief 
was more than an abuse of power. 
I think it should be held wholly 
void: I think in the first place 
that there was no matter pending 
before the court in the sense that 
it must be to make this kind of 
contempt possible. It is not enough 
that somebody may hereafter move 
to have something done. There was 
nothing then awaiting decision. 

“There is no such thing as con- 
tingent contempt. A man cannot 
be summarily laid by the heels be- 
cause his words may make public 
feeling more unfavorable in case 
the Judge should be asked to act 
at some later date, any more than 
he can for exciting public feeling 
against a Judge for what he al- 
ready has done.” 

“On Trial Before Public.” 


“In conclusion,” Henry said, “let 
me observe, as a lawyer, that both 
the law and the courts are on trial 
before the bar of public opinion in 
America. In other words, there 
is something in the nature of a 
contempt proceeding pending in 
the public conscience against us. 
My professional sensibilities are 
shocked when I realize that the 
majesty, dignity and nobility of the 
law are affirmed by lawyers rather 
than by laymen, It is not the 
criticism or condemnation . of 
Judges and decisions that is ne- 
sponsible for this result but the 
law itself—our technical training 
and attitude which often disables 
us from seeing ‘London for its 
houses,’ 


“We must admit that law has not 
kept pace with the trend of events. 
The tools of our trade are ill- 
adapted to our present work and 
are as outmoded in meeting mod- 
ern problems as the pony express 
in the field of transportation. Our

Manslaughter Charges Against 
Frank P. Briguglio, 18— 
Already Fined $500, 


Frank P. Briguglio, 18 years old, 
1113 North Eighth street, was 
charged with manslaughter in two 
indictments voted yesterday by the 
grand jury. He was the driver of 
an automobile that struck and 
killed a man and a woman March 3 
at Natural Bridge and Newstead 
avenues, 

After hitting Mrs. Ruth N. 
O’Hara, 62, and John Vogelpohl, 
48, the machine jumped a curb and 
turned over on its side. Five oc- 
cupants escaped injury. Four of 
them and four who saw the accident 
from a nearby automobile testified 
at an inquest five days later. 

Consensus of their statements 
was that a traffic light at the in- 
tersection was in the driver’s favor 
and that Mrs. O’Hara and Vogel- 
pohl were crossing against the 
light. Briguglio, who did not tes- 
tify, signed a police statement in 
which he said he started through 
the crossing at a speed of 35 to 40 
miles an hour.

USE GAS, NOW WASTED 


Illinois Oil City to Vote April 
13 on Bonds for Municipal 
System. 


SALEM, mi., March 22 45— 
Residents of this oil boom city 
will decide in a special electioa 
April 17 whether natural gas from 
the Lake Centralia-Salem oil field 
shall be used commercially for the 
first time. 

They will vote on a $275,000 bond 
issue to finance the construction of 
‘@ municipal gas system to furnish 
the fuel for heating, lighting and 
cooking purposes. The bonds 
would be paid off through sale of 


the gas. 

Mayor Omer J. McMackin said 
approximately 4,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas would be needed daily and 
it could be amply supplied by ex- 
isting plants extracting gasoline 
from gas. Some could furnish up 


to 20,000,000 cubic feet daily for 


commercial purposes, he said. 

The gas would be piped a few 
miles from the field to the city’s 
repressuring plant and then 
pumped into a distribution system.

Some of the clubs hired 
minor league callers of strikes 
and balls. One of the results was 
that the big league batters and 
pitchers picked on the minor 
leaguers, called them bushers.“ 
And the umpiring in the spring 
then was not too good. 

Then some of the clubs hired 
major leaguers, and there was 
the objection that during a six 
weeks training period, the umpire 
might think he would be sus- 
pected of favoring his companions 
of the spring, after the season 
started. Usually such umpires 
leaned backward to avoid such 
suspicion of favoritism, which 
was bad, too. 

Now the umpires are assigned 
to the training camps, just as 
they are assigned during the sea- 
son. George Magerkurth, who 
has become one of the best um- 
pires in the business, started 
with the Cardinals and then 
shifted to the Reds. Tom Dunn 
joined the Redbirds and on the 
way North Brick Campbell will 
call the decisions in Cardinal 
games. 


Builds Confidence 


In Young Players. 
ITH big league officials 
Wenn the balls and strikes, 
the players know they are 
playing under conditions that 
will prevail when the season 


starts. Pitchers learn what to 
expect and batters can let the 


close ones go by with confidence. 


In the exhibition games, too, 
there is an official for the plate 
and one for decisions on the 
bases. ‘And even the minor 
league clubs are using the spring 
weeks to get their umpires into 
condition, whereas formerly the 
umpires, with a few exceptions, 
had no exercise or chance to 
sharpen their eyes until the sea- 
son opened. 

The Cardinals were talxcing 
about umpires the other day. 
They have their favorites. And 
they think some of the umpires 
are especially good on balls and 
strikes, while others are excep- 
tionally good at getting into the 
right position to see close plays 
on the bases.

But when 
there’s a close play on the. bases 
and the base runner thinks he’s 
getting the worst of it, he imme- 
diately thinks that the base um- 
pire, if he doesn’t work behind the 
plate, isn’t 100 per cent capable. 
And he reminds the umpire that 
he’s not good enough to call balls 
and strikes, and there’s a fine 
argument stirred up. No, we can’t 
do it, though we'd like to, because 
the ball player would wreck the 


plan quickly.” 

Ball players certainly recog- 
nize the difference, however. 
There have been pitchers who 
would miss a turn on the mound 
rather than pitch with a certain 
umpire behind the plate. And, of 
course, despite the supposed 
standard, there is a difference— 
or the pitchers say there is—be- 
tween the way umpires call them 
behind the plate. Some, accord- 
ing to the pitchers, won't give 
them the close ones on the out- 
side of the plate, while another 
may be very strict on pitches on 
the inside. 

Considering the thousands of 
decisions they have to make, 
however, the umpires do a re 
markable job during a season. 
And they are hand-picked for the

| The report, which for the first 
time is required to include the 
terms of payment, shows that the 
average terms to the French Gov- 
‘ernment are “Partial payment in 
‘advance of delivery and full pay- 
ment on delivery at factory,” and 
to the British Air Ministry, par- 
tial payment in advance of delivery 
and full payment against storage 
receipt. Shipment to be made only 
after full payment received.” 


Futile Soviet Attempt. 


The report discloses that the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation, the 
Soviet Government purchasing 
agency, made an attempt in Jan- 
uary of last year to export 22 Bel- 
lanca airplanes, but failed to ob- 
tain export licenses for them. 

The planes, the Munitions Con- 
trol Board feared, were to have 
been sent to Spain. where civil, 
war still continued. The report says 
that the Bellanca Aircraft Corpora- 
tion first sought to export the 
planes to Greece and later to a 
French company in France, but 
in both cases the department re- 
fused export licenses. 

“In January, 1939,” it was said, 
“an effort was made by the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation to ex- 
port these same airplanes to the 
Soviet Union. Since the Soviet 
Government refused to give the 
customary assurances that these 
planes were intended for use in 
the Soviet Union and would not be 
transshipped to another country, 
the export license was not granted.

While they don't 
quite believe it, nevertheless neith- 
er could they then be sure that the 
bomb was not planted by Himm- 
ler himself for the purpose of blow- 

ing up Hitler, that maybe there was 
a big party split of which they 
rere unaware, so that maybe they 
would get caught on the wrong 
side of it. For a while they weren't 
committing themselves (except to 
holler nervously against England— 
that seemed to be the official line) 
until the situation settled down. 

Even their official theory—that 
it was the work of the British se- 
cret service—injured their prestige. 
For the British must be infernally 
clever and Himmler’s secret agents 
incredibly stupid if a British bomb 
can be planted only a few feet from 
der Fuehrer and miss him by only 
20 minutes! 

Yet this official version—so un-

Asking for Trouble. ‘ 


When you give them clubs and 
slogans and send them out into 
the streets to use them both on 
the Communists, they can do a 
workmanlike job. But if you pre- 
sently take away the clubs and 
change the old slogans (both 
having outlived their usefulness), 
you are going to have trouble, par- 
ticularly if you can’t deliver to 
these simple skull-crackers enough 
jobs for all. Particularly if they 
know that, sitting in the best tables 
of the Adlon and Bristol Hotels, are 
all the parties’ smoothies and big 
shots, lunching with paunchy in- 
dustrialists and visiting firemen 
and lunching very well indeed. 

Because at these hotels you can 
get ample supplies of very good 
fish and game which are so rare 
that nobody has bothered to ration 
them, and so expensive that the 
average German cannot dream of 
having them.

The Final Straw.

VATICAN PAPER CALLS 
RUSSIA AN AGuRESSOR 


Comments on Moscow’s Bar 
Against Proposed Northern 
Defensive Pact. 


VATICAN CITY, March 22 (AP). 
—Russia'’s interpretation of the pro- 
posed Finnish-Swedish-Norwegian 
defensive alliance as inimical to its 
interests betrays the Soviet Union 
“as a typically aggressive country,” 
says L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican City newspaper. 

It commented yesterday that 
when Russia tas adequately 
equipped its new neval base in the 
Baltic (at Hanko) and has ob- 
tained the new railway communica- 
tions (to the Swedish border) which 
Finland now is obligated to build 
before the end of 1940, Moscow 
“will draw the consequences from 
these ‘systematic provocations’ of 
the Scandinavian countries. It is 
not necessary to be a prophet to 
foresee this development of 
events.” 

A statement of Tass, official Rus- 
sian news agency, that the pro- 
posed alliance is directed against 
Russia, L’Osservatore said, “made 
clear that henceforth all defensive 
measures of Sweden and Norway 
may be considered ‘provocations’ 
by Russia. 

The paper said, “The conclusion 
is very simple. Russia recognizes 
itself as a typically aggressive coun- 
try, since it considers automatically 
directed against it any defensive 
alliance which can only be directed 
against an aggressor precisely be- 
cause it is defensive.” 

The newspapers charge was 
made as the Finnish Government, 
just 10 days after the conclusion 
of the Russian-Finnish peace 
treaty, appealed to the League of 
Nations for assistance in rehabilita- 
tion, 

League officials at Geneva re- 
sponded with a promise to continue 
their wartime aid with peacetime 
reconstruction.

EDMONTON, Alberta, March 22 
(AP). — Alberta’s Social Credit 
government, headed by Premier 


William Aberhart, was out in front 
today in early returns from yes- 
terddy’s provincial elections. 

Of the 19 of the 57 seats in the 
legislature determined, Social Cred- 
it candidates won 12 and inde- 
pendent coalition opponents seven. 
Social Credit candidates apparently 
had the edge in 20 of the 38 other 
constituencies. Final results may 
not be known for another 36 
hours. 

While Premier Aberhart’s own 
re-election was assured, his fol- 
lowers were having a more diffi- 
cult time than they had in 1935, 
when they captured 56 of the 63 
seats.

HEN at the British Association some 
W years ago the challenge was thrown 
out that scientific discoveries and in- 
ventions were being strangled at birth or 
bought up and suppressed by the big indus- 
trial interests, Lord Stamp was counsel for 
the defense. He argued, most persuasively, 
that a big industrial interest had to decide 
whether it was “economic” to introduce a 
new discovery or a new process before the 
existing ones were obsolete and whether it 
was not better to “put them in the icebox.” 
But, as I asked at the time, “Who was to 
hold the key to the icebox? Was it to be 
the worker who would be displaced if the 
industry discovered that a new process was 


‘economic’ because it employed less labor? 


Or was it to be the public who would gain 
by the new discovery? Or was it to be those 
who were making profits out of the. old 
process so long as it had no competitor?” 

For instance, was the delay in introducing 
the Welsbach mantle entirely divorced from 
the fact that the gas companies knew that 
the old rat-tail jets burned more gas? And 
has the fon- appearance of the household 
mercury-vapor lamp, a perfect specimen of 
which I handled in a laboratory four or five 
years ago, anything to do with its extremely 
low consumption of electricity or, from the 
point of view of the Lamp Ring, its incal- 
culable longevity? 

Or take the zip-fastener, the first patents 
of which were registered in Chicago in 1879, 
It was brought out, an improved version, 
it is true, by Nobel Explosives in 1911 and 
did not become really commercial until after 
the war. Is my mind warped with the sus- 
picion that the button manufacturers had a 
definite interest in the delay? 


The whole story of the plastics suggests, 
if not the “icebox,” at least a “quick freeze.” 
The actual as con ted with the potential 
development exasperates those who see in 
the plastics one of the greatest scientific 
developments of the twentieth century. The 
chemist can create materials which can re- 
place metals and, furthermore, materials 
which are ideal for mass-production meth- 
ods. But plastics impinge upon textiles, 
upon pottegy, upon the glass industry, upon 
the wood-trader and the metal interests. 

With the war, however, the day of the 
plastics has probably arrived. Even before 
the war, a plastic was being used in the 
form of transparent hoods for cockpits and 
gun turrets in aeroplanes. The demand 
for propellers made of plastics is now fan- 
tastic. It is being used for an inoreasing 


settled through the formation of the Rayon 
and Silk Manufacturers’ Association, with 
the silk interests as the “junior partner.” 

Once I had an argument with Prof. Ber- 
gius, discoverer of the oil-from-coal proc- 
ess, who had become director of German

It is, however, as well to remember that 
the “icebox” contains not only new discov- 
eries and inventions but labor-saving proc 
esses, usually those which have been held 
up, not because of humanitarian motives 
but because of the lack of initial demand 
to justify the heavy capital outlay. Only 
last week, one of our leading technologists 
told me that he estimated that, in the course 
of the past year, we had reached a stage 
in mass-production technique which would 
have taken us, in normal times, another 
10 years to achieve. And now orders have 
been placed for $200,000,000 worth of ma- 
chine tools for British industry. Mass pro- 
duction will be increasing at compound in- 
terest, 
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For those who are thinking in terms of the 
post-war world, and not primarily in terms 
of military production, that is of grave sig- 
nificance. Assuming that the war stopped 
tomorrow and that this enormous potential 
of production were switched over to peace- 
time objects, the convulsions it would cause 
in an unmanaged economy would be terrific. 

It is not a question of scrapping mass-pro- 
duction plant because it was intended for 
war needs. Modern machine tools are 
highly adaptable. Just as today a modern 
factory designed, say, for the production 
of silk hose can be switched over, in a few 
weeks, to the production of bomber parts, 
so does the reverse apply. 

The same technologist estimated that the 
last war advanced industrial efficiency by 
25 years,. The technique of producing shells 
was translated into the mass production of 
motor cars, and 80 on. 

Every new type machine tool, die or jig 


represents a shortcut to something which, 


has meant skilled hand effort hitherto. As 
production advances and there is a short- 
age of man-power, these shortcuts will be- 
more and more drastic, making the 
problem of replacing in civil employment the 
millions withdrawn for military or civil de- 
fense service incredibly more difficult.

British Minister’s 
View of Way to 
Run War Turned 
Down by French. 


By T. R. YBARRA. 

R. OLIVER STANLEY, War 

Secretary in the Cabinet of 

Prime Minister Chamberlain 
of Great Britain, gave certain 
Americans and other neutrals a 
sizzling scolding a couple of days 
ago at a luncheon in London. Hard- 
ly had it left his lips before it was 
on, the front page of dozens of 
newspapers on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

Referring to persons in this coun- 
try and elsewhere in the Realm of 
Neutralia, who have expressed dis- 
approval of the way the British 
and French are running their war 
against Germany, Oliver. blurted 
out: “We intend to fight in our 
way and not in their way.” 

He was caustic about critics, who 
“in language culled from the ring- 
side, call this a phony war.” 

The word “phony,” he told his 
audience. was one used by péople 
who. “after a good dinner, sit down 
‘and urge two fighters to tear each 
other to pieces.” 

The two principal implications 
emerging from Oliver’s stern ad- 
monitions are these: (1) The way 
the Allies have been running the 
war is the best way; and (2) only 
muddleheaded neutral foreigners, 
unable to think clearly. can pos- 
sibly object to it 


Why French Cabinet Resigned. 


Unfortunately for the angry Brit- 
ish orator, the same front pages 
of. Americar: newspapers which 
carried his advice to neutral busy- 
bodies also carried, blazoned right 
across their tops. the news that 
Premier Daladier of France and 
his whole Cabinet had resigned 
their posts on account of adverse 
criticism of the way they had been 
running the war. That, it seems 
to me, cuts much of the ground 
from under Mr Oliver Stanley’s 
feet. 

The Daladier Government did not 
resign because of criticism from 
the United States It did not re- 
sign because of aspersions cast up- 
on it in other neutral countries. It 
resigned because of distinct disap- 
proval of its conduct of the war, 
voiced eloquently and repeatedly 
by a large number of Frenchmen. 
It resigned because of a “vote of 
confidence“ which, though register- 
ing 239 ballots for the Daladier way 
and only one against it, turned out 
to be anything but the blanket ap- 
proval of the Government which it 
seemed, because 300 deputies had 
abstained from voting at all. It 
was as if those 300 canny French- 
men, without uttering a sound, had 
framed the word “no” with their 
lips. 

. Dala@ier and his Cabinet mates 
proved themselves adept lip read- 
ers. They quit in a body. Even 
the drafting of the “vote of confi- 
dence,” which appeared to vindi- 
cate them but actually brought 
their downfall showed, between the 
lines, a marked lack of confidence 
in their actions. It reflected, ac- 
cording to one American correspon- 
dent who cabled about it from 
Paris, “the challenging demands, 
made with increasing vigor in re- 
cent weeks both in the press and 
in Parliament, for an energetic, de- 
cisive engagement with the enemy.” 

In short the Daladier Govern- 
ment fell because it favored what 
Oliver Stanley would call “our way” 
in contrast to their way”—the lat- 
ter meaning the methods that find 
favor with those dreadful Ameri- 
cans and other students of Europe’s 
war scattered all over the world. 

But possibly Oliver does not care 
what the French think He may 
have as much contempt for advo- 
cates of “their way” across the En- 
glish Channel as he has for its ad- 
herents across the Atlantic. But 
what does he think of opponents 
of “our way right in his own Lon- 
don? 

Criticism by Former Minister. 
They are numerous. One of 
them is Mr. Leslie Hore Belisha, 
his predecessor, who was ousted 
a little while ago from the war 
secretaryship in the Chamberlain 
Cabinet because of difference with 
those higher up. Far from being 
silenced by his tumble, Mr. Hore 
Belisha, speaking in the House of 
Commons, has been pouring acid 
criticism on the way things are go- 
ing in the war Nothing said by 
anybody in the United States or 
other neutral lands exceeds in bit- 
terness what Mr, Hore Belisha has 
been saying. 
Other Britons have been equally 
caustic—among them that old vet- 
eran, David Lloyd George (presum- 
ably not entirely without knowledge 
of how to run a'war) who recently 
berated Mr. Chamberlain and his 
coadjutors unsparingly for having 
been too late in helping Finland. 
So “their way” coincides with 
what many British themselves 
would like to see in London and 
Paris methods of hitting the Ger- 
mans. It is what was most advo- 
cated heatedly in the World War, 
until finally Mr. Lloyd George, one 
of its more ardent champions, be- 
came Britain’s Prime Minister and 
proceeded to make things hum, to 
the discomforture of the Germans. 
It has its points. 

“Our way,” after all, has had six 
months’ trial That seems fair 
enough—and long enough. 


Si. LOUIS PUST-DISPAItH ! 
Mapping of Nazi Defenses From Air 
Never-Ending Job of British Scouts 
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Automatic Cameras Record Troop Move- 


Location of Enemy’s Supplies. 
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By ARTHUR E. MANN

BRITISH G. H. ., France. 
HAVE just been looking down 
| on the Siegfried line from some 
thousands of feet in the air— 
nét literally but pictorially. In the 
photographic room of a certain 
Royal. Air Force headquarters in 
the British Army Zone I was being 
shown the results of the work of 
photographic air squadrons which 
are co-operating with the British 
Expeditionary Force in France. 
However slow and uneventful life 
on the ground may be in the Brit- 
ish Army Zone, these photographic 
squadrons seldom have a dull mo- 
ment. Except on days of prohibi- 
tive visibility, the pilots and ob- 
servers are constantly on the job, 
key-holing the secrets of the Sieg- 
fried line and the rear areas of 
the German frontier defense sys- 
tem, : 
It is dangerous business, this 
photographic work. In order to get 
pictures which can be correctly 
interpreted, the British pilots must 
fly at as nearly a constant speed 
and height as possible, while the 
automatic, electrically operated 
cameras in the planes click out a 
series of films which are fitted to- 
gether afterward. 


Job Never Finished. 


It is, too, a job which is never 
finished, for British G. H. Q. must 
be kept in constant photographic 
contact with the German line and 
rear areas. Every change in the 
defenses of the fortified area, in 
the distribution and concentration 
of troops and supplies, and in the 
positions of German aircraft, anti- 
aircraft and batteries, must be re- 
ported to G. H. Q. as soon ag pos- 
sible. This means that photo- 
graphic flights must be made in as 
continuous an unbroken sequence 
as possible. The flying eyes of the 
Royal Air Force seldom shut ex- 
cept on account of darkness, fog 
or impenetrable cloud. 

When th» photographic planes 
return from a flight there is a rush 
to develop and print the films. 
Every photographic squadron has 
attached to it a completely fitted- 
up and self-contained mobile devel- 
oping and printing van, in which 
much of this work is done. The 
pictures, when finished, are rushed 
to a special department of G. H. 
Q.,, where they are studied and 
“interpreted,” and compared with 
the last previous photographs of 
the same area or areas. Thus, all 


changes in the German fortifica- 
tions and dispositions are checked. 
Some details about this air pho- 
tographic work were given to me 
by the officer in charge of photo- 
graphs at the headquarters I was 
visiting. 5 

„Photography is very valuable 
during air reconnaissance,” he told 
me, “because it gives a permanent 
record—a record of things which a 
pilot or observer in an 
traveling at high speed may see 
for only a second or perhaps not 
at all, and a record which can be 
studied at leisure. With modern 
cameras and lenses, exposures can 
be made at any height in r light. 
Given the right length of lens, large 
scale photographs: can be taken 
‘just as easily from 20,000 feet as 
from 500 feet. 


Cameras Automatic. 


“The cameras we use in aircraft 
are entirely automatic and they 
fare worked by electricity. Of 
course, the mechanism has to be 
kept in good order. One of the 
things to guard against is cold. 
Camera shutters are like car radia- 
tors—they are both likely to freeze 
up, and at a height of three and a 
half miles the shutter has the 
better excuse of the two. 

“We usually take the photo- 
graphs in strips, each one over- 
lapping the next, so that two pic- 
tures of each part Of the ground 
are taken, When viewed in a 
stereoscope, the features are seen 
in relief, which helps to draw at- 
tention to many things that might 
otherwise be missed. Small defense 
works like traps and gun pits can 
be picked out much more easily. 

“The weather has not been good 
lately, but even so thousands of 
photographs have been taken over 
Germany and the long reconnais- 
sance flights have often been car- 
ried out under great difficulties. 
Our pilots and crews have done a 
fine job and their reward is the 
knowledge that they have brought 
back valuable information.” 

Just what it is like to fly on 
these photographic reconnaissance 
trips was told by a young pilot. 

“My squadron,” he said, “has 
been doing reconnaissance flights 
regularly, but though I have been 
over Germany many times, I have 
not had any really nerve-shatter- 
ing experiences. The most exciting 
trip was so entirely because of 
the weather. We were flying very 
high and so much ice formed on 
the wings that for a time we were

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Nazi - Conducted Sylt Tour Shows 
British Bombs Did Little Damage 


American Reporters Find Causeway Appar- 
ently Undamaged—Hangar Windows 
Broken but No Sign of Direct Hit.

HORNUM, ISLAND OF SYLT, 
Germany, March 22 (AP).—Three 
American newspaper men, includ- 
ing this correspondent, toured this 
island outpost of Germany’s aerial 
front and what we were able to see 
tends to bear out the German ver- 
sion that nearly seven hours of 
British bombardment two days ago 
had “little if any military effec- 
tiveness.” 

Field Marshal Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering’s own plane, the Manfred 
von Richthofen, carried us yester- 
day to the German coast where we 
transferred for a railway trip 

six-mile Hindenburg 


to the Island of Sylt. 

(The dispatch indicates that the 
newspaper men were not shown 
over the.air base from the air and 
the reason for landing on the main- 
land—and not one of Syit's flying 
fields—ostensibly was to permit a 
closer examination of the cause- 
way.) 

This is what we found: 

1. Sylt’s lifeline railway across 
the causeway apparently undam- 
aged. However, our slow train 
stopped frequently for inspection of 
the right-of-way. 

2. Shattered windows of airplane 
hangars, but no evidence of direct 
hits on hangars. 

3. Sand dunes at the southern 
end of the island pitted with bomb 
craters. Officers estimated that 40 
bombs fell on the extensive grounds 
of the airport in the south. 

4. A building, which Germans 
identified as an infirmary, with its 
roof blown off and walls cracked. 
Germans said that no one was 
killed there, because all patients 


had taken refuge in the cellar be- 
fore the building was hit. 

5. A small structure, identified 
as a target range, extensively dam- 
aged. 

6. Evidence that an incendiary 
bomb had struck a great steel 
crane used to lift seaplanes from 
the water but had sputtered out on 
the iron platform. 

Three Civilians Struck. 

Authorities said that three civil- 
ians were struck by bomb splin- 
ters. Some of Sylt’s civilian resi- 
dents, mostly women, children and 
men above military age, remain 
on the island, tending their farms 
and lobster pots. 

German flyers said that the 
hangars and crane probably were 
the British objectives but that the 
bombs were released from too 
great heights for accuracy. 

“Of course our anti-aircraft guns 
harried the attackers and they 
seemed to be nervous,” the flyers 
said. “There was lots of noise but 
little if any military effectiveness.” 

Three British planes were shot 
down—one near Hornum—accord- 
ing to the German report. One 
machine sank in the sea but the 
body of an officer—his uniform 
bare of insignia—was found on the 
ice Wednesday morning. A mili- 
tary funeral was held today. 

The visit to Sylt was permitted 
by the German high command 
after it had been suggested by the 
correspondents. 

We were completely free to move 
about and talk with anyone. There 
was no censorship whatever. 

The areds visited included the 
dam, Westerland, Boernum and 
the seaplane base at the southern 
tip of Sylt which the British said 


they had destroyed.

Back Pay Sought for New 
York Loft Service 
Employes. 


NEW YORK, March 22 (AP).— 
A Government suit which real 
estate men said might cost New 
York loft building owners more 
than $5,000,000 was filed in United 
States District Court yesterday. 

First of its kind In the New 


York area, the suit was started by 
the Wage and Hour Division of 
the United States Department of 
Labor to compel the owner of a 22- 
story Seventh avenue building to 
pay back wages to 29 service em- 
ployes. 

Through a spokesman, real estate 
interests said they would fight the 
case to the Supreme Court, if nec- 
essary. and predicted that a Gov- 
ernment victory would mean costs 
“beyond estimate” to building own- 
ers throughout the country. 

The suit seeks time-and-a-half 
pay for service employes—elevator 
operators and the like—for all work 
of more than 44 hours a week from 
Oct. 24, 1938, to Oct. 24, 1939, and 
more than 42 hours since 1939. 

In union-organized buildings 
service employes have worked 47 
hours weekly, and in non-union 
buildings up to 80 hours. 

James J. Bambrick, president of 
the Building Service Employes’ In- 
ternational Union Local, said 
union contracts calling for a 47- 
hour week were suspended by the 
Wage-Hour Act.

VERBIDDING often has a par- 
| result, It might log- 
ically be assumed that if one 


partner makes a stronger bid than 


his holding warrants the final con- 
tract will be too high rather than 
too low. In practice, however, that 
is not always the case. Consider 
the outcome of an overbid in the 
hand. that follows: 

North, dealer. * 

North-South vulnerable. 


North's opening bid was shaded 
as to honor tricks, but he was quite 
right not to pass with such splendid 
major suit holdings. Also, he was 
correct in bidding a spade instead 
of a heart. despite the greater 
length of the latter suit, because 
of the great superiority of tops 
(also important for lead-directing 
purposes) in the spade suit. The 
bidding proceeded properly until it 
reached North again and then it 
went askew. North was guilty of 
a momentary rush of enthusiasm 
in jumping to four hearts over 
three diamonds. He had opened 
the bidding on shaded values: 
therefore, he was giving a false 
picture in “jumping.” His excel- 
lent distribution for hearts partly 
justified his overbid, but neverthe- 
less, the moment the four heart bid 
came out he himself realized he 
had “slipped.” The conviction was 
so strong that on the next round of 
bidding he was afraid to give the 
orthodox five spade response to his 
partner’s conventional four no 
trump slam try. He felt that five 
spades would force six hearts, since 
South might not be prepared for a 
spade contract. 

If North’s panic over his own 
four heart overbid had not taken 
control of him he would have real- 
ized that whether or not South ex- 
pected greater honor strength in 
North’s hand, the slam still would 
be almost sure. South's four no 
trump bid had advertised two aces 
and the king of a bid suit. It was 
possible, of course, that South held 
the aces of diamonds and clubs, 
and only the king of hearts, but 
even that combination would make 
a slam an odds-on-choice, and it 
was much more likely that South 
held the A-K of hearts and another 
ace, with either two small spades 
or the spade queen.
